3 a. cont. The previously pending claims were limited to genetically modified non-human 
mammals containing a genetic construct comprising a fusion polynucleotide encoding the CHI, 
CH2, and Gl exons spliced together to make the constant region of the secreted form of the 
immunoglobulin molecule. The proposed amendment broadens the scope these claims to include 
both membrane and secreted forms of the kappa or lambda light chains and/or the heavy chain. 
As such, the claims as amended would require further search and consideration. 

11. cont Applicant's arguments are based on the proposed amendments to the claims. Since 
these amendments have not been entered, arguments directed to the new claim language is not 
persuasive.
